A Tax Conference. 


After the war the-first big demand was for disarmament, 


for the double- purpose of peace and economy. Lately there 
has been a resocnd demand, closely allied with the first, for tax 
reduction. So far it has been felt chiefly in the national gov- 
ernment, and none too effectively there. Now reductionists 
are beginning to turn their guns on the smaller taxation units. 


Senator McCormick asks the President to call in Washing- 


ton a national conference of governors and other state offic- 
ials, to consider how the states may lower their expenses and 
taxes, in harmony with similar efforts by the federal govern- 
ment. It is a good suggestion. Such a gathering, though it 
might accomplish nothing directly and immediately, could fix 
national attention on the subject and prepare the way for'an 
all-round program of retrenchment. There might well be a 
similar gathering of mayors of important cities, for the same 
purpose, under federal auspices. 


The importance of serious thought along this line may be 


... seen from Senator McCofmick's statement that Illinois collects 
v from the taxpayer five times what it did 10 years ago. Some 


of the other states and a great many of the cities are living on 
the same lavish scale. Worse still, various states and cities are 


. piling up enormous bonded debts for improvements which will 


be gone before the debts are paid. 


It is of little avail for the federal government to cut expen- 


ditures and taxes if the states, counties, cities and other local 
divisions imposing a far heavier tax burden will not do like- 
wise.

analysis, are exempt from the simplified influence.

SUPREME COUKT 


ON NAVY PAY 


Washington, May a—The Supreme 


Court today affirmed the decision oC 
•the lower courts that nav.al officers 
are entitled to their statutory naval 
compensation when on leave of ab- 
sence with permission to engage in 
other work. The question was raised 
in the cas« o£. Assistant Naval Con- 
structor James Eeed who, in 1912, wa» 
granted leave ot abaenca to b«'com« 
assistant director of publio work* at 
Philadelphia,.
